GENERAL LAWS.-—CHAPTERS 258-269.

CHAPTER 259.

AN ACT to authorize the Commissioners of School and University
Lands, to procure certain blanks for the use of the Land Office.

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows:

Sectiqy 1. The commissioners of school and uni-
versity lands are hereby authorized to procure for the
use of the land office, 2,000 lithographed blank town-
ship plats, at an expense not to exceed one hundred
dollars.

SectioN 2. The secretary of state is hereby author-
ized to audit the account for said plats, to be paid equal-
ly from the school and swamp land funds, and there is
hereby appropriated from said funds an amount suffi-
cient to pay the same.

SgcrIoN 8. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
